issued and in order to insure delivery 
it will be necessary for the consigner 
to affix these revenue stamps, on the 
parcel, for postage stamps will not nil 
the bill. 
H will also bo necessary, 
however, for the consigner to place on 
the parcel the amount

postase 
stamps for the delivery of the parcel. 
The postmaster also wishes to call 
attention to the fact that the new 
postal rates for first class mail mat-

PROVIDENCE, R. I., Oct. 3,0.—B. Ben- 
jamin Andrews, former president of 
Brown university, later chancellor of 
the University of Nebraska anil one 
of the foremost historians and educa- 
tors in the country, died this morning 
at Tntcrlutrhen, Fla., according to a 
message received hero from his son. 
Klisha Benjamin Andrews was born in 
Hinsdale, N. H., on Jan. 10, 1S44. Dur- 
ing: his early life he worked on his 
father's farm but on the outbreak of 
the Civil war he was one of the first 
volunteers in Connecticut, to which 
state his family had moved. In 1S63 he 
Became; a lieutenant and hi !S(i4 was 
ncapacituted at the sie^c of Peters- 
bugr by the loss of one eye. In 1S66 
le entered Brown university and grad- 
uated 4 years later, fourth in hit; class, 
n) unusually brilliant one. He married 
.hat same year Blhi Anna Allen and 
;wo years later entered Newton Theo- 
logical seminary. 
In 1S74 he became1 


pastor of the First Baptist church at 
Beverly, Mass.. and a year later was 
chosen president of Denison university 
U Oranvillc. Ohio. In 1S79 he became 
professor of homitetirs at Newton and 
.. 1SS2 came to Brown as professor of 
listory and political economy. 


Six years later he went to Cornell to 
the chair of political 
economy 
and 
public finance and a year later re- 
turned to Brown as president. 
In 
IW2 he became commissioner to the 
monetary conference at Brussels. 
In 
1896 private letters wiitten to western 
sraduates of Brown and approving the 
free coinage of silver were made pub- 
lic during the Bryan campaign and the 
next year a committee of the corpora- 
tion was named to confer with him 
for the purpose of restraining his ut- 
terances on questions of politics and 
economics. 
He resigned us president 


In ISitS and went to Chicago to be- 
come superintendent of schools. 
Two 
years later he became chancellor of 
the University of Nebraska 
and 
in 


1907 was pensioned by the Carnegie 
Foundation as a reward for o7 years 
service as :in educator. 
He resigned 


his post in 190$ and became chan- 
cellor emeritus. 
Broken in health be 


later went to Interlachen, Fin., where 
he spent the rest of his life. 
He 


leaves one son, Guy A. Andrews.

The combination 
of first baby and 


young mother fills more tiny caskets 
and keeps more white hearses busy 
than any other. 
That, 
more than 


anything else, 
makes being 
a first 


baby the riskiest job on earth. 


The first baby born has the poorest 


chance of living. It is several times 
more risky 
than being the 
second, 


third or fourth. 
These facts 
were 


disclosed by a recent study of infant 
welfare in Manchester, N. H. 


The death rate of first babies was 


somewhere 
between 
166 and 
174 a 


thousand. The mothers having learn- 
ed how to care for baby by actual ex- 
perience with the first were able to 
achieve a lower death rate for the 
second, third, fourth and fifth. 


Then the improvement came to a 


halt and the curve began to ascend. 
The death rate among 
babies ninth 


and later in the order of birth was 
250. 
This proves that in very large 


families mothers cannot find the time 
necessary to give 
the 
babies 
the 


needed care. It also proves that most 
wives wait until baby comes before 
attempting to make of themselves ex- 
pert mothers. 


It also was learned in this survey 


that babies o£ very young mothers 
' had a high death rate. Babies born 
to mothers between the ages of 30 and 
40 had 
the best 
chance 
of living. 


Babies born to mothers under 20 had 
a death rate of 241, as against a. death 
rate of 169 when the mother was 40 
' or older. 


The obvious thing for baby to do, 


if this survey is indicative of results 
. and conditions elsewhere, is to be the 
fourth or fifth baby, and to choose a 
mother neither too young nor too old. 
Nevertheless, mothers will love first 
and second babies as well as third and 
fourth. 


But, seriously speaking, 
the thing 


for mothers to do is 
to begin pre- 


paring for efficient motherhood long 


'- before the first baby arrives to be 


"practiced" upon.

She's going to use a new discovery

gardener which Miss Harrell will use 
in the back porch next year. 


"Here in California where we 
get

vegetables for a family of five in two 
:eta of father's device," she said.

the same time last year, despite which 
fact prices are higher. 


Curlfy l)rge« Seizure 


Acting on this information, the may- 
or has called upon Gov. McCall to seize 
and sell the foodstuffs to the public 
at prices to be flxed by the governor. 
If the governor cares to delegate his 
authority, as he has power to do, the 
mayor "is "prepared to act at once." 


Commissioner Mahoney's report, based 
on investigations made Friday, by or- 
ders of the mayor, says that the ware- 
houses are

McCnll Asked to Act 


Mayor Curley has sent a copy of Dr. 


'Mahoney's report to the governor, with 
the following: letter: 
"Your Excellency: 
Under date of 


Oct. 
22 I received a communication 
reading as follows: 
"'Chapter 3-13 of the acts of 1917 
gives to the governor power to seize 
all food and provisions anil necessaries 
of life and means oi distributing there- 
of, if he deem necessary. 
Section 12 


of the same act gives the governor 
power to delegate his authority under 
the act to any city official, or to any 
person whatever. 
" 'By reliable information, which has 
come to rne, T am satisfied that a ma- 
terial reduction in the cost of all foods 
may be almost immediately effected, if 
the Boston board of health is author- 
ized to enter cold storage warehouses 
in Boston and order out upon the pub- 


lic market for sale and distribution th 
tremendous quantities of food that are 
now stored there. 
" 'Every cold storage warehouse in 
this city is loaded to capacity, and it 
is little short of criminal to allou 
this condition of things to exist while 
the people are actuaiy suffering 
foi 
food and the prices going higher. 
" 'I now request you, as mayor of the 


city of Boston, to seek authority, eith- 
er for yourself or for the Boston boarc 
of health, to enter the cold storage 
houses in the city and order placed 
upon the public market for distribu- 
tion to the people such foods as in 
their opinion have been held there 
longest and ought to be put into im- 
mediate circulation. 
" 'In the interest of the people I 
earnestly urge that you make this re- 
quest at once.

Mayor Prepared to Move 


"On Oct. 24 I requested an investi- 


gation and report by the board of 
health, which investigation was begun 
Oct. 
26 and the report submitted to 


me this day. 


"The report would indicate that the 
policy of granting extensions of time 
in the matter of storage of food sup- 
plies has been so abused by the oper- 
ators of cold storage plants as to jus- 
tify an executive order revoking such 
extensions, and a recommendation to 
the legislature for enactment of a law 
prohibiting such extensions. 
"That portion of the report of the 
board of health relative to the st6r- 
age of poultry, if checked up as ac- 
curate by the suite board of health, 
would justify seizure, distribution and 
sale at a price to he fixed by you, in 
accordance with chapter 342 of the 
acts of 1917. 


"In the event of your desiring to 
delegate this power to me. as mayor 
of the city of Boston, I am prepared 
to act at once."

WASHINGTON. Oct. 30—Profiteer- 


ing by retail dealers in foodstuffs will 
be made impossible after November 1. 
the food . administration announced 
last night, under a plan to cut off sup- 
plies to those not satisfied with rea- 
sonable margins. 


Manufacturers, 
.wholesalers 
and 


other handlers of foods, whose busi- 
nesses will go under license, will not 
be permitted to sell to distributors 
who seek undue profits. 
"This is ojie of the most sweeping 


safeguards," 
the announcement said, 
"against high prices 
which 
will be 


incorporated . in the licensing system, 
for which complete rules and regula- 
tions will be made known within a 
few days." 


This plan, food administration offi- 


cials believe, will give the government 
entire control of retail prices. Whole- 
salers and others who continue to sell 
to retailers-after they are forbidden 
to do so by 
the 
food administration 


will be denied the right to sell goods 
Under license. 
, 


Retailers to Be Curbed 


Authority for extending control to 


the retailer is cited in the announce- 
ment as follows: 
. "The small 
retailers 
of food, 
of 


whom there are several hundred .thou- 
sand in the country, 
while exempt 


from the licensing provisions are. nev- 
ertheless, subject to other provisions 
of the food control act. 


"Every retailer 
as well as 
even- 


other handler of food, is forbidden un- 
der the lav.', to make any unreason- 
able charge, to hoard, to monopolize, 
waste 01: destroy food, or to conspire 
with any one to restrict the produc- 
tion, distribution or supply or exact 
excessive prices 
on any -necessities. 


There are no penalties provided, but 
the food administration hopes that the 
arrangement of restricting supplies to 
vioiaters of the law will be so effec- 
tive that the retailer will find himself 
unable to buy foods from any whole- 
saler or manufacturer." 
Rules Must Be Obeyed 


Federal food administrators In all 


the states will be directed to keep a 
watch for vioiaters and send to the 
food, administrators the names of re- 
tailers asking excessive prices. 


"The food administration," the an- 
nouncement says, "does not intend to 
disturb any legitimate operations and 
will initiate measures 
only against 


hardened and persistent vioiaters of 
tho law. 


"It takes the position that the great 


majority of food sellers, 
retail 
as 


well as wholesale, are patriotic and 
honest, and are making every effort to 
comply with good business principles 
and sell to the consumer at the low- 
est possible prices. Such dealers will 
be. in fact, protected from illegitimate 
competition. 
Those few who persist 


in abusing their opportunity, and con- 
tinue to take advantage of the emer- 
gency caused by the war will receive 
attention."

Perhaps the most timely part of his 


report was1 that dealing 
with 
the 


present war situation and its effect 
on labor. 
Apropos this 
subject he 


spoke in part as follows: 
"It is fundamental that the govern- 
ment co-operate with the American 
organized labor movement 
for 
this 
purpose. 
Service in government fac- 
tories and private establishments, in 
transportation agencies, 
all 
should 
conform to trade union standards. 
"The guarantees of human conserva- 
tion should be recognized in war as 
well as in peace. 
Wherever changes 
in the organization 
of 
industry arc 
necessary 
upon a war 
basis, 
they 
should be made in accord with plans 
agreed upon by representatives of the 
government and those 
engaged and 
employed in the industry. 
We recog- 
nize that in war, in certain employ- 
ments requiring high skill, it is neces- 
sary to retain' in industrial service the 
workers specially fitted therefor. 
In 
any eventualitv when women may be 
employed, we insist that 'equal pay 
for equal work shall prevail without 
regard to sex. Finally, in order to 
safeguard all the interests of the waga 
earners organized labor should have 
representation on all agencies deter- 
mining and administering policies for 
national defense. 
It is particularly 
important that organized labor should 
have representatives 
on 
all 
boards 
authorized to control publicity, during 
war times. 
The workers have suf- 
fered much injustice in War times by 
limitations upon their right to speak 
freely 
and 
to secure 
publicity for 
their just grievances. 
"Organized labor has 
earned 
the 
right to make these demands. 
It is 
the r.gency that, 
in 
all 
countries, 
stands for human rights and is the 
defender of the welfare and interests 
of the masses of the people. 
It is an 
agency that has international recog- 
nition which 
IB not seeking to rob, 
exploit or corrupt foreign governments 
but instead seeks to maintain human 
rights arid interests the world over, 
nor does it have to dispel suspicion 
nor prove its motives either at home 
or abroad. 
"The 
present war 
discloses 
the 
struggle between the institutions of de- 
mocracy and those of autocracy. As a 
notion we should profit from the experi- 
ences of 
other 
nations. 
Democracy 
cannot be. established by patches upon 
an autocratic system. The foundations 
of civilized intercourse between indi • 
viduals must be organized upon princl- 


pi«* of democracy mid scientific princi- 
pled of human welfare. Then u na 
tiolial structure can bo perfected In hu- 
man 
harmony 
with 
humanitarian 
Idealism—a structure that will /stand 
the tests of the necessities of peace or 
war."We, the officers of the National and 
International Trade Unions of America 
In national conference 
assembled 
in 
the capital of our nation, hereby pledge 
ourselves in peace or in war, in stress 
or in storm, to stand unreservedly by 
the standard* of liberty and the safety 
and preservation of the 
Institutions 
and ideals of our republic. 
"Jn this solemn hour of our nation's 
life, it is our earnest hope that our ro 
puolic may he safeguarded in its un- 
swerving desire for peace; that our 
people may be spared the horrors and 
the burdens of war; 
that 
they may 
have the opportunity to cultivate and 
develop 
the 
arts of peace, human 
brotherhood and a higher civilization. 
"But, despite all our endeavors and 
hopes; should our country be . drawn 
into the maelstrom o£ the European 
conflict, we, with these ideals of lib- 
erty and justice herein declared, as the 
Indispensable basis for national poli- 
cies, offer our services to our country 
In every field of activity to 
defend 
safeguard and preserve the republic of 
the United States of America against 
its enemies whomsoever they may be. 
nnd we call upon our fellow-workers 
and fellow-citizens in the holy name of 
labor, justice, freedom and humanity 
to devotedly and patriotically eive like 
service. 
"I have submitted .this document in 
full. To eliminate any part of it would 
not have given full justice to an ex- 
Uemely grave situation and to the po- 
sition taken by the , representatives of 
the organized workers of this country 
in the present world's war situation. 
' "The above declarations are so clear 
and concise they need no further com- 
ment from me. 
"The president of this great United 
States in his wonderful message to 
ccngress said: 
" 'The right is more precious than 
peace, and we shall fight for the things 
we have always carried 
nearest our 
hearts—for democracy, for the 
right 
of those who submit to authority to 
have a voice in their own governments, 
for the rights and liberties of small 
nations, for a universal dominion of

militaristic machine. 
Rather would 


it 
arrange to preserve 
and even 


strengthen it for the nnal conquest 
of the world in a war that would as- 
suredly follow when 
Germany had 


fully recuperated, reorganized her new 
fbrces and projected her fighting ma- 
chine in the 
light of this so-called 


modern warfare, the most barbarous 
that ever cursed the earth. 


Nothing but complete victory for 


the allies and defeat for the Teutons 
can avert a Prussian peace and all 
its frightful consequences to civiliza- 
tion. 


As Prof. Meyer, himself a German, 


states, if Germany wins the war, in 
less than flftjr years she will hold im- 
perial sway over the 
territory now 


known as the United States. That is 
the menace that confronts 
not only 


this nation, but practically the entire 
civilized 
world 
in 
case 
Germany 


should be allowed to defeat the allies. 


Therefore, Germany must be beaten.

The combination of first baby and 


young mother fills more tiny caskets 
and keeps more white hearses busy 
than any other. 
That, 
more than 


anything else, makes being 
a first 


baby the riskiest job on earth. 


The first baby born has the poorest 


chance of living. 
It is several times 


more risky 
than being the 
second, 


third or fourth. 
These facts 
were 


disclosed by a recent study of infant 
welfare in Manchester, N. H. 


The death rate of first babies was 


somewhere 
between 
166 and 
174 a 


thousand? The mothers having learn- 
ed how to care for baby by actual ex- 
perience with the first were able to 
achieve a lower death rate for the 
second, third, fourth anb fifth. 


Then the improvement came to a 


halt and the curve began to ascend. 
The death rate among 
babies ninth 


and later in the order of birth was 
250. 
This proves that in very large 


families mothers cannot find the time 
necessary 
to give the 
babies 
the 


needed care. It also proves that most 
wives wait until baby comes before 
attempting to make of themselves ex- 
pert mothers. 


It also was learned in this survey 


that babies of very young mothers 
had a high death rate. Babies born 
to mothers between the ages of 30 and 
40 had 
the best 
chance 
of living. 


Babies born to mothers under 20 had 
a death rate of 241, as against a death 
rate of 169 when the mother was 40 
or older. 


The obvious thing i.yc baby to do, 


if this survey is indicative of results 
and conditions elsewhere, is to be the 
•fourth or fifth baby, and to choose a 
mother neither too young nor too old. 
Nevertheless, mothers will love first 
and second babies as well as third and 
fourth. 


But, seriously speaking, the thing 


for mothers to do is 
to begin pre- 


paring for efficient motherhood Ions 
before the first baby arrives to be 


.. "practiced" upon. 
, , .Let us make the "world safe for

The moral man, according to Pro- 


fessor Ahearn, is any man who can 
will good to his fellow men. the im- 
moral man any one 
who can 
will 
harm to his fellows. The man who 
adulterates food or sells liquor, profit- 
ing himself to the injury of others, >s 
immoral. . A moral saloonkeeper is an 
Impossibility. 
He may pay his debts 


and be industrious, 
but as his acts 


bring harm to his fellow men he is 
immoral. 
The religious man is one 


who takes the spiritual view of life, 
the irreligious one who finds his re- 
alities in property, pleasure, money 
or other material measurement. 
The 


moral and the religious man both wish 
good to their fellows. But the moral 
man treats his neighbor 
as himself 


and while some think this promise a 
millenium it would really make a very 
miserable world, for a man to read 
his own interests and measures and 
values out into all the world. 
When 


I meet a man .who says "you cannot 
believe anybody these days." 1 know 
that man is a liar and a thief, read- 
ing his own imperfections out into the 
community. 
There is nothing in his 


program able to change the standards 
of measurement. 
The religious man 


loves his neighbor as himself, but the 
difference is in the size of themselves. 
The religious man loves God with all 
his heart and then loves his neighbor 
with this big .new standardized self. 
The moral man is a socialized man. 
the religious 
man is a standardized 


man. 
The moral man does in Rome 


as the Romans do, the religious man 
does as the Romans ought to do. He 
lives not down to his environment but 
up to his ideals. He is not interested 


. in socializing humanity but in stand- 


ardizing it.

to see it ended but the officers are 
anxious for it to continue, according 
to a German soldier who was shot 
and then taken prisoner by the Am- 
erican forces Saturday, the first Ger- 
man to be captured by the Americans. 
The man died at a field hospital. He 
was a slight blonde youth and talked 
freely when he first reached the hos- 
pital. 
From his cot he said in Ger- 


man: 
"I was going from 
our 
trenches 


with the mail following another man 
in the- dark. We kept turning to the 
left when we should have kept turn- 
Ing to the right, and as a result en- 
countered the patrol. The soldiers do 
not know you Americans arc here, but 
the officers probably do. They tell us 
nothing. 
"The German soldiers in the ranks 


are tired of the war and want it tp 
end, 
but the officers want it to conti- 


nue as they are well paid. 
Our food 


is good but we know nothing of con- 
ditions in the interior ot Germany. 
Sometimes no mail is permitted to 
reach us for eight weeks at a time." 


The American doctor who operated

applications for patents on war devices 
increases daily and the fear of giving 
valuable information to the enemy is 
causing the 
withholding 
of 
patent 


rights to scores of inventions. 


Patents Commissioner Newton an- 


nounced today that the bureau within 
the last few weeks 
has refused pa- 


tents to about sixty war inventions, 
acting under the recent law giving the 
federal trade commission and the pa- 
tent office authority to prevent - pub- 
lication of patents which^ the enemy 
might use.

A corps of West Point and Annap- 


olis graduates, trained in the techni- 
cal problems of war, scan the thou- 
sand or more 
patent papers 
issued 


weekly for. details of military signi- 
ficance, and choose those on which pa- 
tent proceedings should be suspended 
during the war. Inventors thus de- 
prived, of patent rights may offer their 
devices to the government and sue af- 
ter the war for compensation.

licenses be kept by the ' government 
and subsequently paid to the German 
owner of the patent.

ing of German patented inventions in 
this country under the supervision of 
the federal trade commission and foi! 
the protection of the German patent- 
ees during the 
continuation of the
